High-Cost Housing 


May Help Create Slums 


Nobody builds a slum, intentionally . 
Marin 
County , 
though, 
may 
be 
creating slums unintentionally . It may 
be doing so by its v ery insistence on 
large lots and high dev elopment stan­ 
dards. 
How could this be? How could high- 
cost building, on large high-cost lots, 
result in slums? Let's consider. 
It is widely recognized that real 
estate costs in Marin are v ery high — 
in fact, higher than in any other county 
in the Bay Area, considered county - 
wide. 
Ex clusiv e 
l o c a t i o n s 
in 
Hillsborough, Burlingame Hills. Pied­ 
mont, etc., are as costly as any in 
Marin, but the other counties (ex cept 
San Francisco, which has run out of 
land) hav e many localities of lower 
cost. 


IT IS WIDELY recognized that a 
basic reason for the high price of 
homes in Marin is the high cost of land. 
Because Marin is mostly hilly , with 
lev el 
land 
that 
can 
be 
cheaply 
dev eloped 
a 
rather scarce 
article, 
there is not much that can be done 
about the high cost of land. Hillsides 
may be purchased fairly cheaply per 
acre, but by the time they hav e been 
conv erted into building sites, the cost 
has risen greatly . Much of the flat land 
must be filled — again adding greatly 
to cost. And the price of the flat 
acreage that needs no fill is inflated by 
its v ery scarcity . 
How7 this ex pensiv e land is used, 
howev er, has great bearing on the cost 
of the completed homes. 
The approach in Marin for many 
y ears has been to require relativ ely 
large lots. The idea has been to pre­ 
v ent crowding the land with buildings. 


Pollen Is Beautiful

We d o n 't exp ect su fferers fro m 
p o llen a llerg ies to ju m p with jo y a t th e 
news, but the fact is that the scanning 
electron 
microscope 
rev eals pollen 
grains to be v aried and beautiful ex ­ 
amples of natural architecture. And 
each species of flowering plant ap­ 
pears to produce pollens which are as 
distinct 
in 
appearance 
as 
t h e i r 
blossoms.

The result has been that only ex ­ 
pensiv e houses can be built. If an acre 
of prime residential property costs 
$40.000. for instance, and can be div id­ 
ed into only four lots, that is $10.000 
per lot — before improv ements. And 
the share of the costs of streets and 
utilities that must be charged against 
each lot is proportionately high. The 
result is that the cost has risen so high 
before a house is built that it is un­ 
feasible to put a house on such a lot 
with a price tag less than about 
$50,000. 
Marin has a lot of these high-priced 
houses on high-priced lots. Ev en where 
the 
land 
is relativ ely cheap, this 
dev elopment method has made it im­ 
practical now to put up homes below 
about $35,000. 


WHERE, THEN, are those to go 
who do not hav e the income to buy 
$35,000 to $50.000 homes? There are 
many , many such people in Marin. 
They must (1) mov e into apartm ents 
or (2) buy houses which were built on 
small lots in pre-control day s. (The big 
old homes hav e shared, of course, in 
the inflation.) If they do the former, 
the apartment neighborhood suffers 
from 
too 
many 
children 
in 
the 
buildings, under conditions not design­ 
ed for rearing families; if the latter, 
they cannot add to the home as the 
family increases because of ex isting 
restrictions. 
Result: Slums. 


MARIN HAS LONG been deeply 
concerned with planning to preserv e 
its trees, its (mostly u n u s a b l e ) 
shoreline, etc.

Controllers, Pilots In Hero Roles 


As Air Traffic Congestion Grows 


WASHINGTON 
- 
Any one 
who trav els frequently by air. 
as this reporter has done dur­ 
ing the past three months, en­ 
dures 
the 
frustration 
o f 
delay ed flights, cancellations 
and the interminable stackup 
with lay ers of planes in the 
ov ercast waiting to land at 
crowded 
airports. 
It 
must 
seem at times that the sy stem 
is ov erburdened to the point of 
breakdown. 
On Black Friday in July the 
climax came with an air traf­ 
fic jam so horrendous that 
disaster was av erted by sheer 
luck. This brought a demand 
for drastic reduction in the 
number of flights in and out of 
crowded airports. 
The 
end 
of the 
v acation 
season m eant a drop in air 
trav el which has somewhat cut 
back 
the 
load. 
But 
t h e 
m easures proposed to reduce 
the maddening delay s, not to 
mention the hazards, are only 
in the beginning state. The 
bureaucratic mills grind ex ­ 
ceedingly slow, conflicting in­ 
terests pull in opposite direc­ 
tions, and the end of what at 
times appear to be chaos is. 
officials concerned 
with 
air 
traffic readily admit, a long 
way off. 


THE CONTROLLERS who 
direct 
air 
traffic 
w o r k 
ov ertime six or sev en day s a 
week, as was disclosed after 
Black Friday . Nerv ous tension 
with its phy sical toll is an oc­ 
cupational disease. The con­ 
trollers are still w o r k i n g 
ov ertime bringing down the big 
jets out of foggy , rain-swept 
skies.

N a t i o n a l 
Airport is regulated by FAA, 
unlike other airports around 
the country . But FAA with its 
40,000 employ ees carry ing out 
all the control functions is a 
creature of Congress. When

making it in effect a local 
airport and channeling long­ 
distance 
traffic 
to

The simple truth is that the 
controllers and the pilots are 
the unsung heroes of the jam ­ 
med airway s. Their skill and 
their dedication are the margin 
between safety and disaster.

The Sahara sun boiled down 
on a gaily decked tent from 
w-hich the president of Mali, 
Modibo Keita. spoke abov e the 
loud 
complaints 
of 
camels 
tethered 
alongside 
a 
n e w 
m acadam airstrip. 
This was Mali in the first 
flush 
of 
independence from 
France. Already , the desert 
sand was beginning to drift 
ov er the new runway . 
And 
this 
was 
Timbuctu. 
“ where the camel meets the 
canoe.” linked now by a new 
Malinese airline with Bamako, 
the capital. 400 miles away . 


AS VISITING diplomats and 
other guests stewed in their 
own perspiration, Keita told 
them 
that this new airline 
would ov ercome desert bar­ 
riers and act as a sy mbol of 
Mali’s independence, unity and 
new prosperity . 
In the m arket place, close to 
the sun-baked mud brick walls 
of 
a 
6 00-y ear-old 
mosque, 
blue-ey ed, black-skinned Tuar­ 
egs, 
fierce 
tribesmen 
of 
the desert, 
strolled 
hand-in- 
hand or with arm s around each 
other's waists. 
The 
Malis 
feared 
t h e 
Tuaregs. In ancient day s they 
had been the slav e traders, the 
men who loaded their camels 
with salt from mines deep in 
the Sahara for shipment by 
canoe down the Niger Riv er 
and made their ex change in 
slav es. 


DESPITE its size, twice that 
of Tex as, Mali wasn’t much of 
a country then and it isn’t now. 
Literally , it had a peanut 
economy . Its chief ex port is 
peanuts. 
And. like many another new­ 
ly independent black African 
nation, it wanted to fly before 
it cculd walk or run. It needed 
an ex pensiv e national airline 
like Eskimos need icebox es 
When the diplomats departed 
Timbuctu for the shade and 
coo! 
of Bamako, 
the Mails 
forgot to put either w ater or 


food on the inaugural airliner, 
superheated by hours sitting on 
the runway under the desert 
sun and with a four hour flight 
ahead. 
On the way back, the Danish 
pilot flew low. and this cor­ 
respondent 
r e c a l l s 
the 
wretching illness of two North 
Vietnamese delegates as the 
airplane bounced off one shim ­ 
mering

another rising from the sands 
below. 


KEITA. more than six feet 
tall, 
imposing

robes, tough under a gracious 
ex terior and a socialist in the

Senegal in which he serv ed as 
prem ier.

Balks At Prison Order 


For several years, our socie­ 
ty 
lias 
been 
reversing 
its 
original concept of majority 
rule to that of rule by an 
organized minority. 
Nowhere has this been more 
true than in the universities 
and colleges. Here s ma l l 
minorities have made demands 
and carried them to the point 
of disrupting the function of in­ 
stitutions. 
This point of view seems to 
be permeating down to the 
high school level. During the 
recent 
negotiations 
between 
the teachers of the Novato 
schools and trustees, there was 
a very vocal minority making 
suggestions which were almost 
like demands. 
Then when it came to a vote 
of the assembled teachers, this 
v o c a l 
mi n o r i t y 
wa s 
overwhelmingly outvoted by 
the 
vast 
majority 
of 
the 
teachers. 


ONE OF THE suggestions at 
the negotiations was to keep 
high schools on h a l f - d a y 
sessions and not open San 
Marin High School. This was 
first suggested as an economy 
measure. Then the teachers 
got a raise and the school 
district planned to open the 
high school on Dec. 2. 
A few days ago. a circular 
which could be signed and 
returned the same as a petition 
was passed around to Novato 
and San Marin high school 
teachers. It called for con­ 
tinuation of the h a l f - d a y 
sessions with the aiternoons 
being used by students and 
teachers in a free choice pro­ 
gram. 
Jerrold Moore, president of 
the 
450-member 
N o v a t o 
Teachers Association, said this 
idea had been discussed by the 
high schools curriculum coun­ 
cil but no action was taken on 
it. The curriculum council is 
composed of the department 
heads. 
Moore also said the Novato 
Teachers 
Association 
would 


not 
oppose 
the 
f u 11 - d a y 
schedule as adopted by the 
school board. Both Novato and 
San Marin high schools will go 
onto full six 50-minute periods 
with a post-period each day. 
He said he did not expect it 
would 
be necessary for the 
Novato Teachers Association 
to take any action on the 
circulars which were passed to 
the teachers. 
So again a vocal minority in 
the high schools failed to upset 
the concept of majority rule. 


WE HAVE ALWAYS felt 
that the 
Novato area 
was 
about 
as free of racial pre­ 
judice 
as any we have 
ever 
seen. We attributed part of this 
to the influence of Hamilton 
Air Force Base. 
That is not the only reason. 
Novato was the only city in 
Marin County which had a 
Negro police officer until he 
quit to go elsewhere for more 
money. Novato has a Negro on 
its parks and recreation com­ 
mission. Negroes and Orientals 
are in business here. People oi 
minority groups live all over 
the city and are not confined 
to any "ghetto” area. 
A group, Novatans for Racial 
Equality, want the city council 
to do more for the minority 
races. It has held two meetings 
with the Novato City Council to 
further the cause. 
The council has responded by- 
declaring Novato an open city 
for housing and also hiring of 
its 70 city employees.

was 
that 
u n l e s s 
something 
drastic 
is 
done.; 
America will be a two-culture 
society by 1984 
The morning after the coun­ 
cil met with the racial equality 
group. I saw a car with a 
sticker on its back bumper 
which read: “ Love America or 
leave it.” The driver of the car 
was a Negro. It helped restore 
my confidence in this com­ 
munity and country.

Hubbell said, they'll ask 
police to pick him up 
Meanwhile supporters of the 
33-year-old author of the best­ 
selling "Soul on Ice” have been 
manning a 24-hour vigil in front 
of Cleaver’s home 
Their picket sign reads: "To 
save Eldridge Cleaver from po­ 
lice murder we wait and watch 
24 hours a day.” Most of the 
vigil keepers are white. 
Cleaver had been paroled in 
1966 after serving eight years of 
a 13-year Los Angeles sentence 
for assault to commit murder 
and rape. 


After a shootout last spring in 1 
Oakland, in which Cleaver and 
two policemen were wounded: 
and Panther treasurer Bobby j 
Hutton was killed. Cleaver's pa- j 
role was revoked and he was I 
taken to the state's medical fa-1 
cility at Vacaville. 
He was treed two months i 
later when Solano County Su-1 
perior Court Judge Raymond 
Sherwm agreed with Cleaver's 
contention that he was being 
held for his political beliefs.

Rumpelmeyer. the arch-Demo- 
crat. called me up the other 
day with a surprise request. 
He wanted me to contribute to 
a “ detense fund” for the Re­ 
publicans who may he pros­ 
ecuted under the Corrupt Prac­ 
tices Act for failure to meet 
the deadline on their reports 
of contributors to the Nixon- 
Agnew campaign. 
"But Rumpelmeyer.” 1 said, 
“ why are you getting involved 
in this?” 
“ I believe in it.” Rumpel­ 
meyer said. "Nixon and Agnew 
ran on a law-and-order plat­ 
form and they vowed to pros­ 
ecute anyone who breaks the 
law. If they follow through on 
their pledge, then the first 
thing the new attorney general 
will have to do is take the 
people who raised money for 
Nixon and Agnew to trial.” 


"BUT SURELY, Rumpel­ 
meyer.” 
I 
said. 
“ N i xon 
woudn’t prosecute his own peo­ 
ple for what was probably an 
administrative oversight. After 
all. it's just politics.” 
“ That’s what you say. but 
Nixon and Agnew specifically 
said they would not tolerate 
any monkeying around with 
the law. They promised if they 
i were elected that there would 
no longer be some laws for 
people to obey, and others that 
they didn't ha v e to obey. They 
won’t have any choice but to 
see that the men who fa iled to 
file their repo rts feel the full 
weight o f o ur judicia l system.

High-Cost Housing 
May Help Create Slums 


Nobody builds a slum, intentionally. 
Marin County, though, may be 
creating slums unintentionally. It may 
be doing so by its very insistence on 
large lots and high development stan­ 
dards. 
‘How could tliis be? How could high- 
cost building, on large high-cost lots, 
result in slums? Let’s consider. 
It is widely recognized that real 
estate costs in Marin are very high — 
in fact, higher than in any other county 
in the Bay Area, considered county- 
wide. 
Exclusive 
l o c a t i o n s 
in 
Hillsborough, Burlingame Hills, Pied­ 
mont, etc., are as costly as any in 
Marin, but the other counties (except 
San Francisco, which has run out of 
land) have many localities of lower 
cost. 


IT IS WIDELY recognized that a 
basic reason for the high price of 
homes in Marin is the high cost of land. 
[ Because Marin is mostly hilly, with 
level 
land 
that 
can 
be 
cheaply 
developed a rather scarce article, 
there is not much that can be done 
about the high cost of land. Hillsides 
‘may be purchased fairly cheaply per 
acre, but by the time they have been 
Converted into building sites, the cost 
has risen greatly. Much of the flat land 
must be filled — again adding greatly 
to cost. And the price of the flat 
acreage that needs no fill is inflated by 
its very scarcity. 
1 How this expensive land is used, 
however, has great bearing on the cost 
of the completed homes. 
; The approach in Marin for many 
years has been to- require relatively 
large lots. The idea has been to pre­ 
vent crowding the land with buildings. 


Pollen Is Beautiful 


• We don’t expect sufferers from 
pollen allergies to jump with joy at the 
news, but the fact is that the scanning 
electron microscope reveals pollen 
grains to be varied and beautiful ex­ 
amples of natural architecture. And 
each species of flowering plant ap­ 
pears to produce pollens which are as 
distinct in appearance as t h e i r 
blossoms. 


GOLDEN GATE VIEW 


The result has been that only ex­ 
pensive houses can be buüt. If an acre 
of prime residential property costs 
$40,000, for instance, and can be divid- 
<^d into only four lots, that is $10,000 
per lot — before improvements. And 
the share of the costs of streets and 
utilities that must be charged against 
each lot is proportionately high. The 
result is that the cost has risen so high 
before a house is built that it is un­ 
feasible to put a house on such a lot 
with a price tag less than about 
$50,000. 
Marin has a lot of these high-priced 
houses on high-priced lots. Even where 
the land is relatively cheap, this 
development method has made it im­ 
practical now to put up homes below 
about $35,000. 


WHERE, THEN, are those to go 
who do not have the income to buy 
$35,000 to $50,000 homes? There are 
many, many such people in Marin. 
They must (I) move into apartments, 
or (2) buy houses which were built on 
small lots in pre-control days. (The big 
old homes have shared, of course, in 
the inflation.) If they do the former, 
the apartment neighborhood suffers 
from 
too 
many 
children 
in 
the 
buildings, under conditions not design­ 
ed for rearing families; if the latter, 
they cannot add to the home as the 
family increases because of existing 
restrictions. 
Result: Slums. 


MARIN HAS LONG been deeply 
concerned with planning to preserve 
its trees, its (mostly u n u s a b l e ) 
shoreline, etc.

is overburdened to the point of 
breakdown. 
On Black Friday ,in July 'the 
climax came with an air 'traf­ 
fic jam so horrendous that 
disaster was averted by sheer 
luck. This brought a demand 
for drastic reduction in the 
number (rf flights in and out of 
crowded airports. 
The end of the vacation 
season meant a drop in air 
travel which has somewhat cut

the 
load.

measures proposed to r'educe 
the madden mg delays, not to 
mention the hazards, are only 
in the beginning state. The

'The :Sahara sun boiled do'wti 
on a gaily decked tent from 
which the president of Mali, 
Modibo Keita. spoke above the 
loud

of 
camels 
tethered 
alongside

macadam airstrip. 
This was Mali in the first 
flush of independence from 
France. Already, the desert 
sand was beginning to drift 
over the new runway. 
And 
this 
was 
Timbuc'tu, 
‘'‘'Where the camel 'm,eets the 
canoe,” linked now by a new 
Malinese airline with Bamako, 
the capital, 400 miles away. 


AS VISITING diplomats and 
other guests stewed in their 
own perspiration, Keita told 
them that this new airline 
would overcome desert bar­ 
riers and act as a symbol of 
Mali’s 'independence, uni'ty and 
new prosperity. 
In the market place, close to 
the sim-baked mud brick walls 
of 
a 
600-year-old 
mosque, 
blue-eyed, black-skinned Tuar­ 
egs, 
fierce 
tribesmen 
of 
the desert, strolled hand-in- 
hand or with arms around each 
other’s waists. 
The 
Malis 
feared 
t h e 
Tuaregs. In ancient day^ they 
had been the slave traders, the 
men who load'ed their camels 
with, salt from mines deep .in 
the Sahara for shipment by 
canoe dowm the Niger River 
and made their exchange in 
slaves. 


DESPITE its size, twice that 
of Texas, Mali wasn’t much of 
a country then and it isn’t now. 
Literally, it had a peanut 
economy. Its chief export is 
peanuts. 
And, like many another new'- 
ly independent black African 
nation, it wanted to fly before 
it could walk or run. It needed 
an expensive national airline 
like Elskimos need iceboxes. 
When the diplomats departed 
Timhuctu for the shade and 
cool of Bamako, the Malis 
forgot to put either water or 


food on the inaugural airliner, 
superheated by hours sitting on 
the ru,n'way under the 'd«ert 
sun and 'W'ith a four hour flight 
ahead. 
On the way back, the Danish 
pilot flew low, and this cor­ 
respondent 
r e c a l l s 
the 
wretching illness of two North 
Vietnamese delegates as the 
airplane bounced off one shim­ 
mering 
heat 
wave 
a f t e r 
another rising from the sands 
below. 


KEITA, 'more than six feet 
tall, imposing in his white 
robes, tough under a gracious 
exterior and a socialist in the 
. Af r i c a n manners, became 
Mali’s first president after a 
short-lived 
federation w i t h 
Senegal in which he served as 
premier. 
But Keita. after receiving 
aid from both East and Wtost, 
induding the United States, 
'was swinging dosC' to the Red 
Chinese. A slogan in Bamako 
declared: “All the peoples of

Chairman Mao.” 
With the Malinese economy

Minority Rule Fails To Work 


Its Way Down To Novato Schools 


For several years, our socie­ 
ty 
has 
been 
reversing 
its 
original concept of majority 
rule to that of rule by an 
organized, minority. 
Nowhere has this bee^n more 
true than in the universities 
and colleges. Here s m a l l 
mmorities have made demands 
and carried them to the point 
of disrupting the function of in­ 
stitutions. 
This point of view seems to 
be permeating down to the 
high school lei'el. During the 
recent 
negotiations 
between 
the teachers of the No\'ato 
schools and tnistees. there was 
a very’ vocal minority making 
suggestions which were almost 
like demands.

POST-MENOPAUSE 


A medical writer recounts 
h ow as a y oung woman sh e 
returned h ome to find h er 52- 
y ear-old widowed moth er serv­ 
ing tea to an unknown man 
sh e’d just met in th e library . 
Convinced th at h er moth er was 
too old for such goings-on, th e 
daugh ter made th e visitor feel 
so unwelcome th at h e never 
returned, 
Sh ortly after, h er 
moth er died. Now older and 
wiser, th e wTiter is h aunted by 
th e recollection of h er cruelty . 
And sh e realizes just h ow un- 
old 52 realty is. 


But h er y outh ful s h or t - 
sigh tedness is epidemic. As a 
well-known gy necologist points 
out, few people understand th e 
sex lives of teenagers or older 
persons — teenagers because 
th ey won’t talk, older persons 
because nobody asks. 


BUT TLMES ARE ch anging. 
Life ex pectancy length ens to 
th e point wh ere th e average 
woman lives about 30 more 
y ears after h er menopause. 
And a recent book, ‘\Sex ual 
Life After Six ty ” by Isadore 
Rubin, cites research ers wh o, 
ignoring 
precedent, 
are 
in­ 
teresting th emselves in th e sex 
lives of older persons. For in­ 
stance, a q uestionnaire to over- 
65-y ear-olds listed in ‘‘Wh o’s 
Wh o” revealed th at 70 per cent 
of th e married men reply ing 
engaged with some regularity 
in coitus. 


Wh en Dr. William Masters 
and Virginia Joh nson studied a 
select 
group 
of 
p os t - 
menopausal women, th ey found 
th at th e clitoral response of 70- 
vear-olds was comparable to 
th at of women in th e th irties 
and early forties. 
Orgasms, 
too, were unch anged ex cept for 
being

Active sex lives h elped some 
older women to 
avoid th e 
decrease of vaginal lubrication 
th at is common.

educated women, one out of 


every five in th e 55-to-65 y ear 
age group said th at after th e 
menopause, women are usually 
more interested in sex ual rela­ 
tions th an th ey were before.

developed bodies; and elderly 
women with c om p a r a b l e 
h ormonal outputs lead - very 
disparate sex ual lives.

describes a patient wh o h ad 
been frigid with two h usbands 
th rough decades of marriage.

Nor are th ese isorated ex ­ 
ceptions. 
Since 35,000 m ar­ 
riages annually involve at least 
one partner over 65 y ears old, 
it’s obvious th at th e senescent 
can swing too. 
A person is indeed as old as 
h e feels. Wh en a group of 65-to- 
69 -y ear-olds were asked h ow 
old th ey felt, fully h alf replied, 
‘ * m i d d 1 e-aged” 
or 
even 
“y oung.” Only wh en th e in­ 
vestigators reach ed th e group 
past 8 0 did th ey get nearly 
unanimous agreement 
t h a t 
th ey were old. 
In action, too, some elderly 
women h ave proved th at calen­ 
dars are not iron-clad. Nurse 
Clara Barton worked 14 h ours 
a day wh en sh e was 9 0; 
Gertrude Ath erton publish ed 
h er 56th book at th at age; and 
Lillien Martin, America's first 
old-age counselor, learned to 


use a ty pewriter at age 65 and 
to drive a car wh en sh e was 77. 
Grandma Moses took up paint­ 
ing 
at

comparatively 
juvenile age of 75. 


In recent y ears, national at­ 
titudes h ave sh ifted in seem­ 
ingly contradictory directions: 
to students, th e over-30s are 
“old,” every one else h as raised 
both th e th resh old and th e ceil­ 
ing of “middle age.” A genera­ 
tion or so ago, a 50-y ear-old 
woman would h ave been con­ 
sidered old; now sh e is dearly 
starting 
to be 
middle-aged. 
“Old” seems to begin at about 
70. Th is differentiation between 
middle-aged and elderly h as a 
ph y sical basis. All th e post­ 
menopausal y ears sh ould not 
be lumped togeth er. Wh en a 
woman is fifty ish , h er breasts 
will tend to become fatty ; in 
later y ears, th e fat is absorbed 
and th ey become smaller and 
flabbier. In early middle age, 
women gain weigh t readity , 
developing (unless th ey are 
very careful and energetic) 
padding around th e h ips and 
abdomen. In old age, on th e 
contrary , women tend to lose 
weigh t. A plump 8 6-y ear-old is 
as rare as a skinny candy - 
taster. 


ALTHOUGH 
THE 
ovaries 
ease off th eir production of 
estrogen, th is female h ormone 
may still play a role in th e 
post-menopausal woman. In a 
survey of 68 0 women ranging 
in age from 38 to 111 y ears, 
some women up to th e age of 


80 sh owed evidence of sex 
h ormone activity . A stepping- 
up by th e adrenal glands may 
partially compensate for tiie 
lagging ovaries. 


After th e age of 50 or so, 
women 
become 
increasingly 
vulnerable to certain diseases. 
Th ey lose th eir comparative 
immunity to h eart disease; 
few women in th eir fifties suf­ 
fer h eart attacks, but after 
th at women are almost at 
eq ual risk as men of th e same 
age. Cancer of th e ovary h as 
its h igh est incidence between 
th e ages of 55 and 65. Oth er 
cancers of th e reproductive 
sy stem 
and 
cancer of 
th e 
breast 
become 
increasingly 
common too. A regular annual 
visit to a gy necologist is th us 
of crucial importance during 
th is period of aging. 


Osteoporosis 
(th e develop­ 
ment of brittle bones) is four- 
times more freq uent among 
women th an among men, af­ 
fecting th em at an earlier age. 
Th is 
disorder 
strikes 
a n 
estimated one out of every four 
postmenopausal women. 


Ultimately , every one grows 
old. but one woman's old age is 
anoth er woman's agelessness. 
Th e “old'' dancer can be a

POST-MENOPAUSE 


A medical writer recounts 
how as a young woman she 
returned home to find her 52- 
year-old widowed mother serv­ 
ing tea to an unknown man 
she’d just met in the library. 
Convinced that her mother was 
too old for such goings-on, the 
daughter made the visitor feel 
so unwelcome that he never 
returned. Shortly after, her 
mother died. Now older and 
wiser, the writer is haunted by 
the recollection of her cruelty. 
And she realizes just how un- 
old 52 reaUy is. 


But her youthful s h o r t ­ 
sightedness is epidemic. As a 
well-known gyn^logist points 
out, few people understand the 
sex lives of teenagers or older 
persons — teenagers because 
they won’t talk, older persons 
because nobody asks. 


BUT TIMES ARE changing. 
Life expectancy lengthens to 
the point w'here the average 
woman lives about 30 more 
years after her menopause. 
And a recent book, “Sexual 
Life After Sixty” by Isadore 
Rubin, cites researchers who, 
ignoring precedent, 
are in­ 
teresting themselves in the sex 
lives of older persons. For in­ 
stance, a questionnaire to over- 
65-year-olds listed in “Who’s 
Who” revealed that 70 per cent 
of the married men replying 
engaged with some regularity 
in coitus. 


When Dr. William Masters 
and Virginia Johnson studied a 
select 
group 
of 
p o s t - 
menopausal women, they found 
that the clitoral response of 10- 
year-olds was comparable to 
that of women in the thirties 
and early forties. Orgasms, 
too, were unchanged except for 
being 
shorter 
in 
duration. 
Active sex lives helped some 
older women to avoid the 
decrease of vaginal lubrication 
that is common. 


Ln 
one 
poll 
of 
college- 
educated women, one out of 


every five in the 55-to-65 year 
age group said ihat after the 
menopause, women are usually 
more interested in sexual rela­ 
tions than they were before.

Proof that sexual desires are 
independent of hormonal pro­ 
duction. he says, lies in such 
facts as these: s u r g i c a l 
removal of a young woman’s 
ovaries does not interfere with

with their p r e c o c i o u s l y - 
developed bodies; and elderly 
women with c o m p a r a b l e 
hormonal outputs lead ' very 
disparate sexual lives.

Nor are these isolated ex­ 
ceptions. 
Since 35,000 mar­ 
riages annually involve at least 
one partner over 65 years old, 
it’s obvious that the senescent 
can swing too. 
A person is indeed as old as 
he feels. When a group of 65-to- 
69-year-olds were asked how 
old they felt, fully half replied, 
‘ ' m i d d 1 e-aged” 
or 
even 
“young.” Only when the in­ 
vestigators reached the group 
past 80 did they get nearly 
unanimous agreement t h a t 
they were old. 
In action, too, some elderly 
women have proved that calen­ 
dars are not iron-clad. Nurse 
Clara Barton worked 14 hours 
a day when she was 90; 
Gertrude Atherton published 
her 56th book at that age; and 
Lillien Martin, America’s first 
old-age counselor, learned to 


use a typewriter at age 65 and 
to drive a car when she was 77.

In recent years, national at­ 
titudes have shifted in seem­ 
ingly contradictory directions: 
to students, the over-30s are 
“old,” everyone else has raised 
both the threshold and the ceil­ 
ing of “middle age.” A genera­ 
tion or so ago, a 50-year-old 
woman would have been con­ 
sidered old; now she is cFearly 
starting to be middle-aged. 
“Old” seems to begin at about 
70. This differentiation between 
middle-aged and elderly has a 
physical basis. AH the post­ 
menopausal years should not 
be lumped together. When a 
woman is fiftyish, her breasts 
will tend to become fatty; in 
later years, the fat is absorbed 
and they become smaller and 
flabbier. In early middle age, 
women gain weight readily, 
developing (unless they are 
very careful and energetic) 
padding around the hips and 
abdomen. In old age, on the 
contrary, women tend to lose 
weight, A plump 80-year-old is 
as rare as a skinny candy- 
taster. 


ALTHOUGH 
THE 
ovaries 
ease off their production of 
estrogen, this female hormone 
may still play a role in the 
post-menopausai woman. In a 
survey of 680 women ranging 
in age from 38 to 111 years, 
some women up to the age of 


80 showed evidence of sex 
hormone activity. A stepping- 
up by the adrenal glands may 
partially compensate for the 
lagging ovaries. 


After the age of 50 or so, 
women 
become increasingly 
vulnerable to certain diseases. 
They lose their comparative 
immunity to heart disease; 
few women in their fifties suf­ 
fer heart attacks, but after 
that women are almost at 
equal risk as men of the same 
age. Cancer of the ovary has 
its highest incidence between 
the ages of 55 and 65. Other 
cancers of the reproductive 
system and cancer of the 
breast 
become 
increasingly 
common too. A regular annual 
visit to a gjmecologist is thus 
of crucial importance during 
this period of aging. 


Osteoporosis 
(the develop­ 
ment of brittle bones) is four 
times more frequent among 
women than among men. af­ 
fecting them at an earlier age

disorder 
strikes 
a n 
estimated one out of every four 
postmenopausal women. 


Ultimately, everyone grows 
old, but one woman’s old age is 
another woman's agelessness.

Th e controversial proposal for 
an 
8 1-space 
parking 
lot 
at 
Tiburon Boulevard and Paradise 
Drive last nigh t won th e unof­ 
ficial approval of th e Tiburon 
City Council — some two y ears 
after th e proposal was first 
presented to th e city . 
Th e council, on a 4-0 vote, 
adopted a resolution of intent to 
grant a temporary use permit 
for th e parking lot at th e Dec. 9 
meeting.

was delay ed

weeks to allow th e staff time to 
research th e actual ownersh ip of 
th e property and to draft a 
resolution 
wh ich 
would 
ade­ 
quately incorporate all th e con­ 
ditions of landscaping, grading 
and entrance and ex it engineer­ 
ing sough t by th e council. 
Developer Jay Quetnick told 
th e council th at h e, Marsh all 
Walth ers and Mich el Demaurex 
are 
partners 
in 
Waterfront 
Properties and are legal owners 
of th e parcel upon wh ich th e 
parking lot is to be constructed. 
However, in a letter to th e 
council, Matth ew B. Weinberg 
said h e is th e owner of th e pro­ 
perty involved and. alth ough h e 


h ad no objection to th e use of 
th e land as a parking lot. h e 
wanted th e record to sh ow clear­ 
ly th at Waterfront Properties 
did not speak for h im before th e 
council. 
Th e original use permit ap­ 
plication for th e parking lot, 
made in late 1966, was signed by 
Weinberg and Demaurex . Th e 
use permit was denied by th e 
city ’s board of adjustments and 
th e council, in January 1967, 
refused to h ear an appeal re­ 
quested 
by 
Weinberg 
a nd 
Demaurex , because th e city was 
involved in a lawsuit with th e 
four property owners over th e 
development of th e waterfront 
along Paradise Drive, south of 
Main Street. 
Quetnick last nigh t said th at 
Waterfront Properties and Wein­ 
berg were h aving a “family 
quarrel” in wh ich th ey did not 
th ink th e city sh ould become in­ 
volved.

Representatives of the basket­ 
ball and track teams said at, 
a ‘meeting yesterday that the 
Negroes oa those teams and in 
other spoiis had all voted to 
turn in their scholarships if the 
football players lost theirs. 
The football players have said 
they will refuse to play against 
BYU here because of alleged 
racial policies of the Mormon 
Church, which runs the univer­ 
sity. 
At first, said linebacker Tony 
Jackson, the Negroes were as­ 
sured they would not lose their 
scholarships 
for 
refusing 
to 
play. 
“President 
(Robert) 
CTark 
and- (Athletic 
Director Bob) 
Bronzan said that if they were 
black, 
they’d 
do 
the same 
thing,” Jackson said. 
But 
after 
white 
athletes 
threatened not to play last Sat­ 
urday against Arizona State if 
the Negroes* boycott went un- 
pHmished, Jackson said, Clark 
and 
Bronzan 
changed 
their 
minds. 
As it stands now, the Negroes 
will lose their athletic scholar­ 
ships, but other money will be 
made available. 
This, however, didn’t satisfy 
the ■ Negro athletes, who noted 
that NCAA rules would keep 
them from ever competing in 
college again if they lost their 
scholarships. 
The 
athletes 
have 
formed 
a Black Athletes Federation, 
which, besides threatening to 
turn in all their scholai'ships, 
made the following demands: 
That the school hire a Negro 
football coach to replace Harry 
Anderson, who is retiring after 
this season. Walter Roberts, 
San Jose graduate who went 
on to play with the National 
Football League Los Angeles 
Rams and Cleveland Browns, 
w’as menticMied. 
That San Jose discontinue aO 
athletic events with Brigham 
Young University. 
That a Negro be hired as 
assistant athletic director. 
That Negro athletes be dis­ 
couraged from enroUing at San 
Jose unless the “racist condi­ 
tions under which black athletes 
operate ai San Jose State Col­ 
lege, daily” improve. 
Attending the meeting were 
Olympic track stars John Carlos 
and Ronnie Ray Smith and bas- 
kelhall players C.J. Haward and 
Darrell Hillman.

Some of the blame can be 
placed on the new hunter who 
invades 
property 
because 
he 
does not know the “ rules’ ol a 
true sportsman, which require 
clearing with the landowner for 
the privilege of hunting on his 
property, 


TARGET PRACTICE 
We have known farmers and 
rice 
growers 
who 
iormerly 
welcomed hunters to their lands, 
but due to the thoughtlessness of 
a few, these Lands have now 
been closed, and little wonder. 
Not long ago we came upon a 
trio of deer hunters who had 


topped in the forest to rest, and 
onsume a tew beers They left 
ie empty cans strewn about the 
property 
and 
were 
enjoying 
themselves by tossing them in 
the air and firing their rifles in 
attempts at hitting the flying 
cans, which were left where 
they fell 
Others have patiently worked 
for 15 or 20 minutes to remove 
“ No Trasspassmg-No Hunting’’ 
signs so they could claim they 
did not see them, and most 
hunters have seen these signs 
literally 
riddled 
with 
bullets 
where some angry, immature 
gun toter had taken his wrath 
out on the sign 
It is such irrationar acts which 
result in demands for restric­ 
tions on guns and it is time the 
sportsmen 
themselves 
joined 
together to stop this type of 
practice, or thev may see more 
actions to curb guns, hunting 
and other sports as well. 
It may be considered unusual 
and harsh punishment, but it is 
our feeling that unless action is 
taken immediately, much will be 
lost in the way of hunting 
Therefore, we believe stiffer 
penalties may be in order for

Upton Sinclair Dies; 


Sought Social Reform 


BOUND BROOK. N.J. (AP) 
— Upton Sinclair, a prolific au­ 
thor who earned the title “ King 
of the Muckrakers'' during a 
63-year career, is dead at the 
age of 90. 
Sinclair died yesterday at the 
Somersei Valley Nursing Home 
near here. A memorial service 
will be held at St. Paul’s Episco­ 
pal church in Bound Brook at 11 
a.m. Saturday. 
During what he described as a 
63-year battle for social justice, 
Sinclair 
wrote 
89 
full-length 
books. One of his best known 
works, “ The Jungle,” catapult­ 
ed him to fame at the age of 28 
in 1906. 
The book exposed filthy condi­ 
tions in the Chicago meat pack­ 
ing industry' and led to the na­ 
tion’s 
pure 
food 
laws. 
The 
book's message went around the 
world through translation as did 
most of his subsequent works. 
It was one of the major rea­ 
sons for the title “ King of the 
Muckrakers.’’ Sinclair’s dedica­ 
tion to social reform incurred 
the enmity of powerful personal­ 
ities and the support of many 
famous men.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
High-Cost Housing 
May Help Create Slums 


Nobody builds a slum, intentionally. 
Marin 
County, 
though, 
may 
be 
creating slums unintentionally. It may 
be doing so by its very insistence on 
large lots and high development stan­ 
dards. 
How could this be? How could high- 
cost building, on large high-cost lots, 
result in slums? Let's consider. 
It is widely recognized that real 
estate costs in Marin are very high — 
in fact, higher than in any other county 
in the Bay Area, considered county- 
wide. 
Exclusive 
l o c a t i o n s 
in 
Hillsborough, Burlingame Hills, Pied­ 
mont, etc., are as costly as any in 
Marin, but the other counties (except 
San Francisco, which has run out of 
land) have many localities of lower 
cost. 


IT IS WIDELY recognized that a 
basic reason for the high price of 
homes in Marin is the high cost of land. 
Because Marin is mostly hilly, with 
level 
land 
that 
can 
be 
cheaply 
developed 
a 
rather scarce 
article, 
there is not much that can be done 
about the high cost of land. Hillsides 
may be purchased fairly cheaply per 
acre, but by the time they have been 
converted into building sites, the cost 
has risen greatly. Much of the flat land 
must be filled — again adding greatly 
to cost. And the price of the flat 
acreage that needs no fill is inflated by 
its very scarcity. 
How this expensive land is used, 
however, has great bearing on the cost 
of the completed homes. 
The approach in Marin for many 
years has been to require relatively 
large lots. The idea has been to pre­ 
vent crowding the land with buildings. 


Pollen Is Beautiful 


We don't expect sufferers from 
pollen allergies to jump with joy at the 
news, but the fact is that the scanning 
electron 
microscope 
reveals 
pollen 
grains to be varied and beautiful ex­ 
amples of natural architecture. And 
each species of flowering plant ap­ 
pears to produce pollens which are as 
distinct, 
in 
appearance 
as 
t h e i r 
blossoms. 


GO LDEN GATE VIEW 


The result has been that only ex­ 
pensive houses can be built. If an acre 
of prime residential property costs 
$40,000. for instance, and can be divid­ 
ed into only four lots, that is $10,000 
per lot — before improvements. And 
the share of the costs of streets and 
utilities that must be charged against 
each lot is proportionately high. The 
result is that the cost has risen so high 
before a house is built that it is un­ 
feasible to put a house on such a lot 
with 
a price 
tag less than about 
$50,000. 
Marin has a lot of these high-priced 
houses on high-priced lots. Even where 
the 
land 
is 
relatively 
cheap, 
this 
development method has made it im­ 
practical now to put up homes below 
about $35,000. 


WHERE, THEN, are those to go 
who do not have the income to buy 
$35,000 to $50,000 homes? There are 
many, many such people in Marin. 
They must (1) move into apartments, 
or (2) buy houses which were built on 
small lots in pre-control days. (The big 
old homes have shared, of course, in 
the inflation.) If they do the former, 
the apartment neighborhood suffers 
from 
too 
many 
children 
in 
the 
buildings, under conditions not design­ 
ed for rearing families; if the latter, 
they cannot add to the home as the 
family increases because of existing 
restrictions. 
Result: Slums. 


MARIN HAS LONG been deeply 
concerned with planning to preserve 
its trees, its (mostly u n u s a b l e ) 
shoreline, etc. 
Isn't it about time we concentrated 
on planning to preserve people? 


For example, a grain of flax pollen 
magnified 1,250 times resembles the 
shell 
of a sea 
urchin. Wallflower 
pollen resembles sponges. The pollen 
of the hellebore looks like a cantelope. 
And that of thrift resembles sections 
of honeycomb. 
Even in its tiniest forms. Nature can 
be quite complex and beautiful.

The Sahara sun boiled down 
on a gaily decked tent from 
w'hich the president of Mali, 
Modibo Keita. spoke above the

This was Mali in the first 
flush 
of 
independence from 
France. 
Already, the desert 
sand w’as beginning to drift 
over the new runway. 
And 
this 
was 
Timbuctu. 
“where the camel meets the 
canoe.” linked now by a new 
Malinese airline with Bamako, 
the capital. 400 miles away. 


AS VISITING diplomats and 
other guests stewed in their 
own perspiration, Keita told 
them 
that this new airline 
would overcome desert bar­ 
riers and act as a symbol of 
Mali's independence, unity and 
new prosperity. 
In the m arket place, close to 
the sun-baked mud brick walls 
of 
a 
609-year-old 
mosque, 
blue-eyed, black-skinned Tuar­ 
egs, 
fierce 
tribesmen 
of 
the desert, strolled hand-in- 
hand or with arm s around each 
other’s waists. 
The 
Malis 
feared 
t h e 
Tuaregs. In ancient days they 
had been the slave traders, the 
men who loaded their camels 
with salt from mines deep in 
the Sahara for shipment by 
canoe dowrn the Niger River 
and made their exchange in 
slaves. 


DESPITE its size, twice that 
of Texas, Mali wasn’t much of 
a country then and it isn’t now. 
Literally, it had a peanut 
economy. Its chief export is 
peanuts. 
And. like many another new­ 
ly independent black African 
nation, it wanted to fly before 
it could walk or run. It needed 
an expensive national airline 
like Eskimos need iceboxes. 
When the diplomats departed 
Timbuctu for the shade and 
cool 
of 
Bamako, 
the Malis 
forgot to put either water or 


food on the inaugural airliner, 
superheated by hours sitting on 
the runw’ay under the desert 
sun and with a four hour flight 
ahead. 
On the way back, the Danish

KEITA, more than six feet

Senegal in which he served as 
premier.

For several years, our socie­ 
ty 
has 
been 
reversing 
its 
original concept of majority 
rule to that of rule by an 
organized minority. 
Nowhere has this been more 
true than in the universities 
and colleges. 
Here s m a l l 
minorities have made demands 
and carried them to the point 
of disrupting the function of in­ 
stitutions. 
This point of view seems to 
be permeating down to the 
high school level. During the 
recent 
negotiations 
between 
the teachers of the Novato 
schools and trustees, there was 
a very vocal minority making 
suggestions which were almost 
like demands. 
Then when it came to a vote 
of the assembled teachers, this 
v o c a l 
mi n o r i t y 
was 
overwhelmingly outvoted 
by 
the 
vast 
majority 
of 
the 
teachers. 


ONE OF THE suggestions at 
the negotiations was to keep 
high schools on h a l f - d a y 
sessions and not open San 
Marin High School. This was 
first suggested as an economy 
measure. Then the teachers 
got a raise and the school 
district planned to open the 
high school on Dec. 2. 
A few days ago. a circular 
which could be signed and 
returned the same as a petition 
was passed around to Novato 
and San Marin high school 
teachers. It called for con­ 
tinuation of the h a l f - d a y 
sessions with the afternoons 
being used by students and 
teachers in a free choice pro­ 
gram 
Jerrold Moore, president of 
the 
4.50-member 
N o v a t o 
Teachers Association, said this 
idea had been discussed by the 
high schools curriculum coun­ 
cil but no action was taken on 
it. The curriculum council is 
composed of the department 
heads. 
Moore also said the Novato 
Teachers 
Association 
would 


not 
oppose 
the 
fu ll- d a y 
schedule as adopted by the 
school board Both Novato and 
San Marin high schools will go 
onto full six S0*minute periods 
with a post-period each day. 
He said he did not expect it 
would be necessary for the 
Novato Teachers Association 
to take any action on the 
circulars which were passed to 
the teachers. 
So again a vocal minority in 
the high schools failed to upset 
♦he concept of majority rule. 


WE 
HAVE 
ALWAYS felt 
that 
the 
Novato 
area 
was 
about as free of racial pre­ 
judice as any we have ever 
seen. We attributed part of this 
to the influence of Hamilton 
Air Force Base 
That is not the only reason. 
Novato was the only city in 
Marin County which had a 
Negro police officer until he 
quit to go elsewhere for more 
money. Novato has a Negro on 
its parks and recreation com­ 
mission. Negroes and Orientals 
are in business here. People of 
minority groups live all over 
the city and are not confined 
to any “ ghetto” area. 
A group. Novatans for Racial 
Equality, want the city council 
to do more for the minority 
races. It has held twro meetings 
with the Novato City Council to 
further the cause 
The council has responded by 
declaring Novato an open city 
for housing and also hiring of 
its 70 city employees.

Novatans for Racial Equality 
made 
was 
that 
u n l e s s 
something 
drastic 
is 
done. 
America will be a two-culture 
society by 1984 
The morning after the coun­ 
cil met with the racial equality 
group. I saw a car with a 
sticker on its back bumper 
which read: “ Love America or 
leave it.” The driver of the car 
was a Negro. It helped restore 
my confidence in this com 
munity and country.

POSTMENOPAUSE 


A medical writer recounts 
how as a young woman she 
returned home to find her 52- 
year-old widowed mother serv­ 
ing tea to an unknown man 
she’d just met in the library. 
Convinced that her mother was 
too old for such goings-on, the 
daughter made the visitor feel 
so unwelcome that he never 
returned. 
Shortly after, her 
mother died. Now older and 
wiser, the WTiter is haunted by 
the recollection of her cruelty. 
And she realizes just how un- 
old 52 realfy is. 


But her youthful s h o r t - 
sightedness is epidemic. As a 
well-known gynecologist points 
out, few people understand the 
sex lives of teenagers or older 
persons — teenagers because 
they won’t talk, older persons 
because nobody asks. 


BUT TIMES ARE changing 
Life expectancy lengthens to 
the point where the average 
woman lives about 30 more 
years after her menopause. 
And a recent book, "Sexual 
Life After Sixty” by lsadore 
Rubin, cites researchers who. 
ignoring precedent, 
are in­ 
teresting themselves in the sex 
lives of older persons. For in­ 
stance, a questionnaire to over- 
65-year-oIds listed in "Who’s 
Who” revealed that 70 per cent 
of the married men replying 
engaged with some regularity 
in coitus. 


When Dr. William Masters 
and Virginia Johnson studied a 
select 
group 
of 
p o s t - 
menopausal women, they found 
that the clitoral response of 70- 
year-olds was comparable to 
that of women in the thirties 
and early forties. Orgasms, 
too, were unchanged except for 
being 
shorter 
in 
duration. 
Active sex lives helped some 
older women to avoid the 
decrease of vaginal lubrication 
that is common. 


In 
one 
poll 
of 
college- 
educated women, one out of 


every five in the 55-to-65 year 
age group said that after the 
menopause, women are usualty 
more interested in sexual rela­ 
tions than they were before. 


Dr. Sherwin Kaufman, a pro­ 
fessor 
at 
the 
New 
York 
University School of Medicine, 
tackles 
the 
issue 
of 
post­ 
menopause 
sex 
forthrightly 
and 
emphatically: 
"If 
a 
woman is in good health, feels 
well and has always had a 
good sex life, there is no 
reason to expect any change 
{following the menopause).” 


Proof that sexual desires are 
independent of hormonal pro­ 
duction, he says, lies in such 
facts as these: s u r g i c a l 
removaf of a young woman’s 
ovaries does not interfere with 
her libido; p r e m a t u r e l y 
mature 
children 
have 
sex 
urges consonant 
with 
their 
chronological age rather than 
with their p r e c o c i o u s l y - 
developed bodies; and elderly 
women with c o m p a r a b l e 
hormonal outputs lead - very 
disparate sexual lives. 


DR. SOPHIA KLEEGMAN, 
a 
New 
York 
gynecologist, 
describes a patient who had 
been frigid with two husbands 
through decades of marriage. 
At the age of 72 she took a 76- 
year-old lover with whom she 
found fulfillment. 


Nor are these isorated ex­ 
ceptions. 
Since 35,000 m ar­ 
riages annually involve at least 
one partner over 65 years old, 
it’s obvious that the senescent 
can swing too. 
A person is indeed as old as 
he feels. When a group of 65-to- 
69-year-olds were asked how 
old they felt, fully half replied, 
‘ * m i d d 1 e-aged” 
or 
even 
"young.” Only when the in­ 
vestigators reached the group 
past 80 did they get nearly 
unanimous agreement t h a t 
they were old. 
In action, too, some elderly 
women have proved that calen­ 
dars are not iron-clad. Nurse 
Clara Barton worked 14 hours 
a day when she was 90; 
Gertrude Atherton published 
her 56th book at that age; and 
Lillien Martin, America's first 
old-age counselor, learned to 


use a typewriter at age 65 and 
to drive a car when she was 77. 
Grandma Moses took up paint­ 
ing 
at 
the 
comparatively 
juvenile age of 75. 


In recent years, national at­ 
titudes have shifted in seem­ 
ingly contradictory directions: 
to students, the over-30s are 
"old,” everyone else has raised 
both the threshold and the ceil­ 
ing of "middle age.” A genera­ 
tion or so ago. a 50-year-old 
woman would have been con­ 
sidered old; now she is dearly 
starting to be 
middle-aged. 
"Old” seems to begin at about 
70. This differentiation between 
middle-aged and elderly has a 
physical basis. All the post­ 
menopausal years should not 
be lumped together. When a 
woman is fiftyish, her breasts 
will tend to become fatty; in 
later years, the fat is absorbed 
and they become smaller and 
flabbier. In early middle age. 
women gain weight readily, 
developing (unless they are 
very careful and energetic) 
padding around the hips and 
abdomen. In old age. on the 
contrary, women tend to lose 
weight. A plump 80-year-old is 
as rare as a skinny candy- 
taster. 


ALTHOUGH 
THE 
ovaries 
ease off their production of 
estrogen, this female hormone 
may still play a role in the 
post-menopausal woman. In a 
survey of 680 women ranging 
in age from 38 to 111 years, 
some women up to the age of 


80 showed evidence of sex 
hormone activity. A stepping- 
up by the adrenal glands may 
partially compensate for the 
lagging ovaries. 


After the age of 50 or so. 
women 
become 
increasingly 
vulnerable to certain diseases. 
They lose their comparative 
immunity to heart disease; 
few women in their fifties suf­ 
fer heart attacks, but after 
that women are almost at 
equal risk as men of the same 
age. Cancer of the ovary has 
its highest incidence between 
the ages of 55 and 65. Other 
cancers of the reproductive 
system 
and 
cancer of the 
breast 
become 
increasingly 
common too. A regular annual 
visit to a gynecologist is thus 
of crucial importance during 
this period of aging. 


Osteoporosis 
l the develop­ 
ment of brittle bones) is four- 
times more frequent among 
women than among men. af­ 
fecting them at an earlier age. 
This 
disorder 
strikes 
a n 
estimated one out of every four- 
postmenopausal women. 


Ultimately, everyone grows 
old. but one woman’s old age is 
another woman's agelessness.

Everyone knows the value of 
regular toothbruslung. but ap­ 
parently not everyone knows 
how to care for toothbrushes., 
That's the gist of a survey 
undertaken recently in coopera­ 
tion with the American Dental 
Association. 


As * eportef in ADA's official i 
“ journal,” the survey showed’ 
that 50 per cent of the brushes 
inspected were “ unsatisfactory 
for 
use.” 
It 
found 
that 
a 
substantial 
portion 
of 
th e 
American 
public 
is 
u s i n g | 
toothbrushes that are worn-out, 
caked with dentrifice, covered 
with unsanitary deposits, and 
dangerous to dental health. The 
evaluation, 
which 
t e s t e d 
thousands of brushes currently 
in use in households across the 
country, was based solely on the 
ability of the brushes to do an 
effective cleaning job. 


Of all the brushes examined, 
19 per cent were found to be 
capable of causing gum injury. 
The report further pointed out. 
“ It 
was 
obvious 
that 
most 
brushes were used much longer 
than their condition merited. It 
w’as apparent also that many 
brushes were improperly cared 
for.” 


According to the journal arti­ 
cle, here are the signs to look | 
for in deciding when to replace 
toothbrushes: 


Worn-out brushes. The bristles 
are worn down and mis-shapen 
so that the brush can’t do a pro­ 
per cleaning job. 


Brushes dangerous to gums. 
The bristles are flared and 
splayed so that they may injure 
gum tissue. 


Brushes caked with dentrifice. j 
The brushes have a build-up ef ‘ 
dentrifice so that the flexibility 
of the bristles is impared and 
they function more as a unit 
than individually. 


Brushes 
w i t h 
unsanitary 
deposits. 
These brushes look1 
unsightly and are also harmful1 
for good oral hygiene. 


Brushes with broken heads, j 
Broken plastic heads can cause j 
injury to the mouth. 


The report concluded: “ There; 
is no doubt that there is great 
need for continued and more ef­ 
fective education of the public in 
use and care of the toothbrush.” 1

toothbrushes

before replacement. They also 
suggest that two toothbrushes be 
used by each person each day.

West Marin residents were 
confused and skeptical last night 
when they tried to fathom a pro­ 
posed complicated point system 
for density of development in 
their area.

Zucker, with the aid of charts

West Marin Master Plan at a 
hearing by the Marin County 
Planning Commission at West 
Marin School. 


The basic intent, as well as 
details of the point system, was 
sharply questioned during the 
two-hour and 50-minute hearing 
before about 40 residents 
Zucker contended the system 
provided flexibility in develop­ 
ment and would encourage a 
“mixed community” including 
multi-family units and visitor 
accommodations, 
s u c h 
as 
motels. 


It is designed to decrease 
urban 
sprawl 
and 
enhance 
West Marin's potential market 
for second homes and tourist- 
recreation 
development, 
he 
said. 


“Cape Cod woke up almost too 
late, 
being 
plastered 
w it h 
suburbs ruining what anyone 
went there for in the first 
place,” he said. 
Several residents commented 
that the system was designed 
for 10 to 15 years from now, not 
the 
present,

questioned 
whether the m u l t i - f a m i l y 
development was desirable for 
I the area. 
Albert Solnit, chief of advance 
planning, advised residents not 
to overlook the advantages of 
capturing the tourism market, 
including visitors to the Point

To Gridders 


SAN JOSE (AP) — San Jose 
Stage's seven embattled Negro 
football players, in danger of 
losing their scholarships if they 
boycott Saturday's game with 
Brigham 
Young 
University, 
have received support from their 
counterparts in other sports. 
Representatives of the basket­ 
ball and track teams said at 
a -meeting yesterday that the 
Negroes o q those teams and in 
other spouts had all voted to 
turn in their scholarships if the 
football players lost theirs. 
The football players have said 
they will refuse to play against 
BYU here because of alleged 
racial policies of the Mormon 
Church, which runs the univer­ 
sity. 
At first, said linebacker Tony 
Jackson, the Negroes were as­ 
sured they would not lose their 
scholarships 
for 
refusing 
to 
play. 
“ President 
(Robert) 
Clark 
and 
(Athletic Director 
Bob) 
Bronzan said that if they were 
black, 
they’d do 
the 
same 
thing,” Jackson said. 
But 
after 
while 
athletes 
threatened not to play last Sat- 
mxiay against Arizona State if 
the Negroes’ boycott went un­ 
punished, Jackson said, Clark 
and 
Bronzan changed 
their 
minds. 
As it stands now, the Negroes 
will lose their athletic scholar­ 
ships, but other money will be 
made available. 
This, however, didn’t satisfy 
the Negro athletes, who noted 
that NCAA rules would keep 
them from ever competing in 
college again if they lost their 
scholarships. 
The 
athletes 
have 
formed 
a Black Athletes Federation, 
which, besides threatening to 
turn in all their scholarships, 
made the following demands: 
That the school hire a Negro 
football coach to replace Harry 
Anderson, who is retiring after 
this season. Walter Roberts, a 
San Jose graduate who went 
on to play with the National 
Football League Los Angeles 
Rams and Cleveland Browns, 
was mentioned. 
That San Jose discontinue all 
athletic events with Brigham 
Young University. 
That a Negro be hired as 
assistant athletic director. 
That Negro athletes be dis­ 
couraged from enrolling at San 
Jose unless the “racist condi­ 
tions under which black athletes 
operate at San Jose State Col­ 
lege daily” improve. 
Attending the meeting were 
Olympic track stars John Carlos 
and Ronnie Ray Smith and bas­ 
ketball players C.J. Haward and 
Darrell Hillman.

NATURAL 
“ Rasmussen is what makes I 
them a great team,” said Read. - 
“If they didn't have him. they’d 
just be a good club — with him, 
they're terrific. He’s a real nat­ 
ural athlete, quick, good hands— 
he must play basketball or base­ 


ball too — and a real quick 
release, fine short and medium 
passer.” 


With three good receivers and 
a fine offensive backfield as well 
as a small but quick line, Ras­ 
mussen has led Fresno to an 
offensive average of 375 yards 
per game in the Rams’ 7-2 sea­ 
son mark.

TARGET PRACTICE 
We have known farmers and 
rice 
growers 
who 
lormerly 
welcomed hunters to their lands, 
but due to the thoughtlessness of 
a few. these funds have now 
been dosed, and little wonder 
Not long ago we came upon a 
trio of deer hunters who had 


stopped in the forest to rest, and 
consume a tew beers They left 
the empty cans strewn about the 
property 
and 
were 
enjoying 
themselves b> tossing them in 
the air and firing their ritles in 
attempts at hitting the flying 
cans, which were left where 
they fell 
Others have patiently worked 
for 15 or 20 minutes to remove 
“ No Trasspassing-No Hunting” 
signs so they could claim they 
did not see them, and most 
hunters have seen these signs 
literally 
riddled 
with 
bullets 
where some angry, immature 
gun toter had taken his wrath 
out on the sign 
It is such irrationaT acLs which 
result in demands for restric­ 
tions on guns and it is time the 
sportsmen 
themselves 
joined 
together to stop this type of 
practice, or they may see more 
actions to curb guns, hunting 
and other sports as well 
It may be considered unusual 
and harsh punishment, but it is 
our feeling that unless action is 
taken immediately, much will he 
lost in the way of hunting 
Therefore, we believe stiffer 
penalties may be in order for 
the misuse of guns 
such as 
lifetime revocation of hunting 
permits
